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DANIEL  McNAIR  DESCENDANTS 


Generation  I  Daniel  McNair 

Daniel  McNair  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1748.  He  died 
in  Richmond  County,  Georgia,  in  1811,  and  was  buried 
near  the  old  Martin  McNair  place  a  few  miles  from 
Blythe,  Georgia.  His  will  was  recorded  in  Richmond 
County,  July  1,  1811.  When  he  came  to  America  he 
settled  first  in  Virginia,  then  in  North  Carolina,  and  then 
in  Columbia  County,  Georgia,  later  removing  to  Rich¬ 
mond  County.  He  had  two  brothers,  Gilbert,  (the  father 
of  Anna  McNair,  who  married  her  cousin,  Samuel 
McNair),  and  John,  a  tailor  by  trade  (who  had  one 
son  and  three  daughters:  Betsy,  Janet,  and  Polly  who 
married  John  Lucky),  and  may  have  had  other  brothers 
and  sisters. 

Daniel  McNair  served  in  the  Georgia  Militia  during 
the  Revolutionary  War,  and  for  that  service  received 
287 J/2  acres  of  bounty  land  in  Washington  County, 
“bounded  east  by  Isaac  Skinner.  Other  sides  vacant. 
Lot  558,  Warrant  856,  June  3,  1784,  Page  196.” 
Revolutionary  Records  of  the  State  of  Georgia,  page 
202.  Daniel  McNiell,  Jr.,  was  granted  bounty  lands 
“bounded  on  south  by  land  of  Daniel  McNair,  in 
Washington  County.”  Same  book,  page  269. 

Colonel  James  McNiel  receipted  for  250  acres  of 
bounty  land  as  agent  for  Daniel  McNair,  under  Reso¬ 
lution  of  August  19,  and  Act  of  August  20,  1781. 
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Grant  No.  264,  account  of  bounty  lands.  Revolutionary 
Soldiers  Receipts  for  Georgia  Bounty  Grants,  pages  35 
and  36.  The  original  power  of  attorney  is  in  the 
Department  of  Archives  and  History  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  Rhodes  Memorial  Hall,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and 
is  as  follows: 

“I  hereby  authorize  and  empower  James  McNeil  to 
act  as  my  attorney — and  call  on  His  Honour,  the  Gov¬ 
ernor,  for  the  certificate  of  bounty  lands  which  the 
State  of  Georgia  is  due  me  for  my  service  in  the 
Revolution. 


“As  witness  my  hand  and  seal,  this  5th  of  January, 
1784.

He  was  later  transferred  to  the  42nd 
Georgia  regiment.  In  that  service  he  received  wounds 
which  made  him  a  cripple  during  the  remainder  ol 
his  long  and  useful  life.  The  Daughters  of  the  Con¬ 
federacy  conferred  upon  him  the  cross  of  honor,  which 
is  in  the  possession  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  John  F. 
Jones,  of  Hapeville,  Georgia.  He  died  December  6, 
1913,  and  his  wife  died  June  21,  1915.  Both  are  buried 
in  the  Philadelphia  Presbyterian  Church  yard,  on  the 
Macon  highway,  about  six  miles  south  of  Hapeville.

Jacob  Miller  was  born  in  England  in  December,  1752. 
He  died  in  Columbia  County,  Georgia,  about  1820.  His 
father  came  from  England  to  America  when  Jacob  was 
a  child,  and  settled  near  Fredericksburg,  Virginia. 
When  a  young  man  Jacob  went  to  Wilmington,  North 
Carolina,  where  he  met  Catherine  Maloy  when  her 
father  and  his  family  landed  in  America  from  Scotland.

Miller  and  Catherine  Maloy  were  married.

Liddell’s  Company,  South  Carolina  Militia,  during  the 
Revolutionary  War.  lie  enlisted  March  1,  1778,  and 
served  until  July  1,  1781.  See  records  in  the  ollice  of 
the  Adjutant  General,  War  Department,  Washington, 
D.  C.;  also,  The  South  Carolina  Historical  and  Genea¬ 
logical  Magazine,  Vol.  V.,  page  155,  (No.  3,  July, 
1904). 

On  September  5,  1791,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina,  passed  March 
28,  1778,  and  of  an  ordinance  of  said  Slate  passed 
March  26,  1784,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  and  grant¬ 
ing  land  within  the  State  to  ofiicers  and  soldiers  as 
therein  set  forth,  Jacob  Miller  was  granted  “two  hundred 
acres,  surveyed  for  him  the  30th  May,  1791,  situated 
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in  the  District  of  Camden,  on  Jackson’s  creek,  hounded 
by  a  line  running  south  east  by  John  Miller’s  land,  east 
and  south  west  by  vacant  land,  the  other  side  by  Jack¬ 
son’s  creek.”  Later  he  removed  to  Columbia  County, 
Georgia.

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JAMES  NISBET  DESCENDANTS 


The  Nisbet  family,  according  to  family  tradition, 
originated  in  Scotland,  but  being  followers  of  Oliver 
Cromwell  removed  to  Ireland  to  participate  in  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  lands  among  Cromwell’s  followers,  where 
during  the  fifteenth  century  John  Nisbet  suffered  martyr¬ 
dom  rather  than  abjure  the  Protestant  faith. 

James  Nisbet  with  his  wife  and  six  brothers  emigrated 
from  Ireland  to  the  United  States  about  1785  or  1790. 
James  settled  first  in  South  Carolina,  later  removing  to 
Georgia.  His  brothers  settled  in  different  sections  of 
the  country,  and  were  soon  lost  sight  of  by  James. 

Generation  I  James  Nisbet 

James  Nisbet  married  Sarah  Frew  in  Ireland.  He 
died  in  1830,  and  his  wife  died  in  1835.  Both  are 
buried  in  the  burying  ground  of  Hopewell  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  in  Newton  County, 
Georgia.  There  is  a  family  tradition  that  James  Nisbet 
served  in  the  Navy  during  the  War  of  1812.  A  published 
sketch  of  the  family  staled  it  as  a  fact,  but  the  certainty 
of  it  has  not  been  verified.

Robert  Jones  was  born  of  parents  who  in  later  years 
were  living  in  Abbeville  District,  South  Carolina.  He 
was  of  Welsh  descent.  His  mother,  named  Mary,  was 
called  by  her  husband  Mollie  or  Molie.  He  removed  to 
Georgia  in  young  manhood.  He  married  Sarah  Roberts, 
who  was  horn  October  23,  1782,  and  died  July  10, 
1834.  He  had  a  brother  named  James  who  married 
Betsy  Roberts,  sister  of  Sarah.  Robert  Jones  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Methodist  church  and  a  minister  of  the  Gospel. 
He  built  a  small  log  church  across  the  road  from  his 
home,  about  twelve  miles  east  of  Atlanta  and  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  from  Flat  Shoals  road,  which  he  called  Macedonia. 
A  few  pillars  of  a  later  building  remain  on  the  site 
near  the  burying  ground.  He  died  in  1828,  and  he  and 
his  wife  are  buried  there,  as  are  also  a  number  of  his 
children  and  grandchildren.
